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Hoarding of Food 


To Be Checked Under Regulations 
By U. 8S. Food Administration 


The hoarding of food is to be 

checked under regulations about to 
be issued by the U, S, food adminis- 
tration in connection with its sys- 
t of licensing all dealers. 
o licensee will be permitted to 
“keep on hand or have in possession 
for under control, by contract or oth- 
er arrangements, at any time, any 
food commodities in a quantity in 
excess of the reasonable  require- 
jnents of his business for use or sale 
by him during the period of 60 
days” or to “sell or deliver to any 
person any food commodities if the 
licensee knows, or s reason to be- 
lieve that such a sale or delivery will 
give such a person a supply * * * 
ii execss of his reasonable require- 
ments for use or sale by him during 
the period of sixty days next — suc- 
ceeding such sale or de With 
respect to some commodities the lim- 
it is fixed at 30 days’ supply. ) 

Exceptions are made of commodi- 
ties which are produced in great 
abundance at certaifi seasons, such as 
fruits, vegetables, fish, poultry, eggs, 
dairy products, cotton seed products 
and others. These may be held in 
sufficient quantities to meet reason- 
able requirements throughout the 
period of secant or no production, 
ales in excess of 60 days’ supply 
may be made for the use of the 
United States government or allies, 
or for cities and state governments. 

It is also provided that for seceding 
purposes food commodities may be 
stored longer than 60 days if notice 
i to the food administration. 
censee will be prevented from 
having on hand less than a carload 
of any commodity and in addition a 
carload in transit. ; 

These rules will not affect the 
idity of contracts made in good f. 
prior to October 15, but the licensee 
will be required to give the food ad- 
ministration copies of all such . con- 
tracts whith will not be fully — per- 
formed on January 1, and on the lat- 
ter date further action in regard to 
stich contracts will be considered, 


Raising of Root : 
Seeds in Canada 


Can Be Successfully Grown and Net 
a Good Profit 


Tn 1915 Canada imported a total of 
1,927,313 pounds of turnip sced, and 
1,056,060 pounds of mangel and beet 
teed. J- 1016 to 1 t ce tirenin 
seed dwindled to7150,855 pdunds"and 
the import of mangel and ‘beet seed 
to 636,797 pounds; and for 1997 the 
figiires stand 291,379 for turnip seed 
and 891,677 pounds for mangel and 
beet seed. This means that Canada 


imported a total of these most im- 
portant farm sceds, in the years of 
1916 and 1917, which falls short of 


the import of 1915 alone of, roughly 
one million pounds. It should be 
added that practically every pound 
of field root secd used in this coun- 
try of European origin 
In 1915 the Central 
Farm at Ottawa raised, 
about 11-2 acres, a first-class mangel 
seed crop the rate of about 1,130 
pounds of seed to the acre. Mangel 
seed was produced at the Experimen-

Plans Mirrors to Blind Foe 


Invention Offered Is One of 10,000 
Schemes to Help U.S. End War 


Fifty new ways to end the war are 
proposed daily ‘to the U.S. war de- 
partment, for that many military in- 
ventions are submitted every twenty- 
four hours and nearly every inventor 
claims his device will revolutionize 
warfare. Ninety-nine out of 100 are 
discarded as impracticable in the war 
emergency, but for the sake of the 
possibilities in the one all are wel- 
comed, Here are a few of the de- 
vices before the war department's 
board of ordnance and fortifications, 
which gives preliminary investiga- 
tions to inventions, 
_ Polished reflectors to throw  sun- 
light into the eyes of the enemy and 
blind him; elaborated sling shots for 
throwing bombs; land torpedoes re- 
sembling small tractor lemeines to 
run across “No Man's Land” and ex 
plode in the enemy treneh;  aeri: 
torpedoes to fly without a pilot; 
double shot connected by chains to 
entangle airplanes in the skies; self- 
propelling bombs reseinbling sky- 
rockets; sabres with pistol attached 
to the hilt, to inflict double wounds; 
coats of imail, like medieval armor, 
to make soldiers shed bullets like 
raindrops; hand grenades with trailer 
Strings, the pulling of which causes 
explosion after the grenade lands in 
the enemy trench; centrifugal guns, 
which whirl bullets until they gain 
sufficient momentum and then feed 
them out in a steady stream; safety 
parachutes to allow aviators to drop 
from disabled machines; modernized 
catapults for hurling trench bombs 
and smoke bombs to be thrown by 
charging infantrymen a moment be- 
fore the bayonets clash. 

Nearly 10,000 inventions have been 
offered the war department sitce war 
was declared.

It is stated that a little boy, rendered 
desperate by hungor, wandered away from his native 
village, and arrived at the neighboring village of Westka- 


the infant, gave him food, and allowed him to sleep in the 
house for the night. 

In view of the tender years of the child, the villager 
did not think it necessary to make the ‘“kommandantur’, 
the'declaration exacted from those who shelter strangers | 
The German military authorities thereupon opened an 
inquiry, as a result of which the villager, his wife and two 
children were arrested and imprisoned at Ostend. Six 
other children were left in the house, in the care of an old 
man, their grandfather. The fright caused by these events 
proved fatal to the old man, and he died shortly after the 
arrests had been made. The Germans permitted the wife, 
who had bee arrested, to attend the funeral of her father 
under the surveillance of soldiers, but she wae not allowed 
to return to her children, The Belgian Relief Commission 
is now keeping 1,250,000 childrew from actual starvation, 
in addition to a large proportion of 6,000,000, They are 
the only agency allowed to cover the whole of Belgium in 
relief work, and every ounceof the food they distribute

Gives Ruling on 
Exemption of Farmers 


| Mr, Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De- 
clares it is Essential that there shall be No 
Diminution in Agricultural Production. 


Published by authority of Director of Public Information, 
Ctiawa.) 


Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 

Oth, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
\ppeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
ion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
ree in respect of histson, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
'ecision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, Nop. 421, which 
fused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
»e an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
n the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ver since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
ather, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Jntario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 
‘e employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 


aid: 


“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
ibject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri- 
ultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 

\o decide is whether the applicant being and having 
.een, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en- 
aged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry- 
ng on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
under the provisions of the Military Service Act. 


“These two propositions are indisputable : 


(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
sountry and under the present conditions, there 
hould be no diminution in agricultural production, 


“(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, 
but actually is deficient. Sa 


“The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap- 
alicant, a competent person, who had been habitually 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it. 


“Jt is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 
tions are not granted as concessions on account of per- 
sonal hardship, still less as a favor to a class. The sole 
ground of them is that the national interest is the better 
served by keeping these men at home. The supreme 
necessity (upon the existence of which, as its preamble 
shows, this policy of the-Military Service Act is found- 
ed) that leads the State to take men by compulsion and 
put them in the fighting line requires that men shall be 
kept at home who are engaged in work essential to en- 
able the State to maintain the full efficiency of the com- 
batant forces, and whose places cannot be taken by 
others not within the class called out.”

The Big Crop 


Canada’s 


Exportable Surplus of 


Wheat Is Estimated 


The statistics and census bureau of 
the Dominion government estimates 
that Canada will have 154 million 
bushels of wheat available for export 
during the next crop year ending 
August 31, 1918, ‘This estimate is 
based on the preliminary estimate of 
this year’s crop of 249 million bush- 
els, which, together with the quantity 
carried over from 1916-1917-and an 
allowance for imports, brings the’ 
total quantity of wheat available to 
57 million bushels. These figures 
are necessarily subject to revision 
when later and final returns as to the 
results of this year’s harvest shail 
have been received. Deducting 103 
millions for domestic consumption, 
less in cleaning, and seed for 1918— 
say 16 million acres at 1.75 bushels 
per acre—there remains a surplus of 
154 millions bushels for f@xport. 

This quantity will probably be in- 
creased by 10 million btishels, how- 
jever, by the reduction in the quanti- 
ty for loss in cleaning and for food 
here. The quality of this year’s grain 
is higher than ever it was before, and 
consequently the loss in cleaning is 
likely to be less than the average of 
{previous years, while the quantity re- 
quired for home consumption, in con- 
sequence of the efforts of the food 
{controller, will not be so great as the 
quantity allowed for,

Wind Never Ceases to Blow Across} 
“Greenland’s Icy Mountains” 


Greenland is a great_glacial coun- 
try with an area of 745,000 or three- 
quarters of a million square miles,) 
fully four-fifths of which are covered 
by the inland ice, the only portion of 
it that could be called land being a 
tibbon ef mountains valleys and deep 
fjords along the coast.

Women Exposed 
To Shell Fire 


More German Brutality in Belgium 
Revealed by Boche’s Letter 


Belgian women and girls are being 
compelled to build conerete dugouts 
under artillery fire, The statement 
that this form of slavery has actually 
Jeen practised is recorded in the 
diary of a German soldier who was 
recently captured. He belonged to a 
Landwehr division and was personal- 
ly in charge of a number of these un-] 
fortunate Belgians, who were daily | 
herdetl together and taken to a zone | 
near the German lines to perform} 
nian labor of the hardest kind, in 
constant danger of death. The sol-| 
dier's diary tells the story as fol- 
lows: 

“Tan going to give another in- 
stance of the inefficiency of the Ger- 
tnan authorities.. Since the 18th inst. 
fifty women and young girls have 
been working at concrete dugouts at 
Leke, As Leke is in the zone of fire, 
and was shelled no later than yester- 
day, this is another gase in which we] 
cannot understand the action of the 
authorities, If this isn’t taken by way 
of reprisal, then it is a shameful deed 
on the part of Germany, which can- 
not be passed even in imagi 
tion, The civilian population of Leke 
was evacuated three or four weeks 
ago, and now women and chiklren 
are compelled to work at the  con- 
crete dugouts of the village. 

“It is a shame that such steps 
should be taken, whether there is 
reason for it qr not. I am sure of} 
the ets which’ [ state, for it is my{ 
duty to take a gang of forty-seven 
women to Leke every morning nd 
bring them back in the evening.” 
An illustration of the German dis- 
regard for the laws of War and hu- 
manity can be found in an incident 
which occurred the other night near 
Houtholst Forest. The British heard 
cries of “Stretcher bearers!” from 
No Man's Land. It naturally 
assumed that.a wounded man — was 
calling for help, and Red Cross bear- 
ers rushed out through the darkness 
to render assistance. They were 
shot down by German snipers, who 
used thi§ ruse to entice them into the 
open, . 
There have been many other cases} 
recently in which German snipers 
have shot down Red Cross workers 
deliberately, despite the — fact 
German Red Cross workers have 
been permitted to work unmolested.
